Peace Prospects at Brussels. 


With the memory of the assassination of two French officials 


at Recklinghausen fresh in their minds, it is not likely that M. 
Poincare and M. Theuni,s in their meeting at Brussels today, 
will cherish an excess of charity toward Germany. The mur- 
'der of these two representatives of the Government was one 
^of those dastardly crimes that fire the passion of revenge, and 
lead naturally to reprisal measures. Certainly the French, to 
judge from the words of General Degoutte and others, will 
leave no stone unturned'in their effort to tiring those'responsi- 
ble for the crime to the bar of justice. And Premier Poincare's 
recent reference to Bismark's threat to send additional forces 
Into France if the Thiers Government refused to carry .out the 
terms of the Treaty of Frankfort, although it does not neces-' 
sarily mean war, nevertheless conveys a not over-concealed 
threat of war. What is sauce for the goose clearly may also 
be sauce for the gander.

The French a'nd Belgian premiers have met in Brussels with 


other members and officials of their governments, primarily to 
formulate the minimum conditions which they will accept 
from Berlin as the price of a withdrawal or partial withdrawal 
from the occupied districts. As outlined in a dispatch by Mr. 
Edwin L. James to the New York Times, these terms involve 
virtually Berlin's complete surrender. Germany must admit 
her defeat in the economic battle of'the Ruhr, and must under- 
take to pay regularly a certain sum in reparations: If Ger- 
many executes her obligations faithfully, according to the Poin- 
care" plan, the Franco-Belgian forces will gradually be with- 
drawn, leaving to civilian agents of the Government the task 
of receiving'Germany's reparations payments. The plan has 
yet to be worked out in its full details, and under the program 
of Brussels and Paris, the offer will not be given to the German 
Government until the latter flies the white flagln token of un- 
conditional surrender.

• It is clear that matters in the Ruhr are rapidly approaching a 


head. On the French side there has been for some time evident 
an increasing desire to settle the issue once for all, to put an 
end to the tension and the uncertainty that .are the-concomi- 


- tants of a military occupation of the territory of another peo- 
ple On the German side there has been evident an increasing 
ugliness, and spirit of ill will. A show-down, even if this should 
Involve actual hostilities for a short period, might conceivably 
be preferable to a continuance in perpetuity of the present 
condition of affairs. The French, in short, may yet be driven 
to a declaration of war as a means of ending an otherwise in- 
tolerable situation."

It is significant, moreover, that France and Belgium are tak- 


in°-the initiative in an endeavor to lay the foundations for a 
lasting settlement of the questions at issue between these two 
Towers and Germany. Having cut loose from their not alto- 
gether satisfactory partnership with Great Britain, they prom- 
ise to make quicker headway themselves. It is unthinkable 
that any considerable number of Frenchmen or Belgians should 
'desire the permanent impoverishment of Germany. A Ger- 
man state1 there must be; even though it may never have the 
dimensions of the former empire. It is quite.possible therefore 
"that the Brussels meeting will constitute a milestone in the re- 
construction of Europe, and Americans will be the first to wel- 
come any move that may be made at Brussels that seems to 
point the way to peace with security and honor.—Boston 
Transcript.
